Peor Children in the West. 
Crvernnati, Ohio, Monday, May 24. 
To the Bditor of the New-York Times: 
Your readers have often heard of the parties of 
children whom Mr, Tracy is taking out from the 
Children’s Aid Society, and scattering over the West. 
No doubt it has often seemed to some like dropping 
the little creatures at random through the great West 
—and others have thought’of how much better some 
previous training would be in Asylfims er Refuges 
for the young waifs. I have just accompanied Mr. 
Tracy in placing one party in homes on the Wedtern 
Reserve—and have then, through Michigan, Indiana 
and IlJinois, visited or heard directly of several hun- 
dreds, whom wg had previously placed in fami- 
lies. Itisa matter of public interest to learn how 
this greatinterprise of Children’s Emigration turns 
out, You know the principal arguments for it are, 
that it is the most natural and the most’ economical 
remedy. The only objection which has been offered 
is, that the children are too vile for such treatment, 
and should be kept in Asylums first, as a matter of 
discipline. The one system may be extended to any 
limit with only a moderate outlay, while any system 
of buildifgs or -Asylums involves immense expense, 
and can only be applied toa small number of chil- 
dren. We want the public to thoroughly understand 
these peculiarities of each plan. 

We do not hesitate:to say,from faithful observation 
during this journey in the West, that every vagrant’ 
and destitute boy or girl under sixteen years found in 
the streets of New-York, and not guilty of extreme 
criminal offences, is far better off in a Westermhome:

The wheat has hot ag ‘yet suffered, but looks very 
well ; but unless.our weather changes Very soon, we 
fear great injury will result to this crop from the great

Private Armed Vessels. 

The intimation from Washington to the 
effect thet Mr. Sicxuzs intended to introduce 
a bill into Congress to authorize the arming of 
private vessels, that they might repel any at- 
tempt-on. the part of ‘a British man-of-war to 
overhaul them, has naturally caused some 
curiosity among our shipping men to know 
what the provisions of the bill will be. Mer- 
chantmen have the right already, which they 
have always enjoyed, of carrying whatever 
arms may be deemed necessary to protect 
them from the attacka of ocean freebooters, 
and no act of Congress is necessary to secure 
such a privilege to them. But there 
are every few ships that ever avail 
themselves of the privilege, or that 
carry anything more than a small gun to be 
used ‘for fiting a signal of distress. It can 
hardly be the intention of Mr. Sicxtzs to pro- 
pose that the Government shall furnish guns 
and ammunition to our merchantmen tobe 
used against British cruisers; for it would 
prove a most costly experiment, and be utterly 
useless for the purpose intended. ifaag fata 
is to be done, let it, by all means, be don 
men-of-war, who are properly prepared ‘for 
such terrible. work. Our merchant veasels 
have no conveniences whatever for naval en- 
gagements, and in an encoanter with a regu- 
larly armed vessel would be in a perfectly 
helpless condition. It is idle to think of 
adopting any half-way measures, we must 
either make up our minds for war and prepare 
for it in earnest, or be content to. settle our 
misunderstandings with Great Britain ia the 
orcinary method of peaceable and dignified 
diplomacy. The last thing we ought to-do is 
to bluster, and the idea of authorizing our pri- 
vate vessels t© carry guns sounds a good deal 
more like bluster than a serious desire temeet 
an impending danger.
